A budget shortfall in the Madi- 
son County Public Defender’s

Public Defender John Rekow- 
ski said he may have to lay off a 
art-time attorney dedicated to 
UI- cases because of an esti- 
mated $5,590 deficit projected by 
the end of .the. fiscal year in 
November. 

“‘We’re running real close to 
.the edge this year,’’ Rekowski 
said Tuesday. 

The budget problems stem 
from the County Board’s deci- 
last fall -to limit most 
departments to the same funding 
they had last: year, which is fore- 
ing some department heads to 
absorb employees’—raises from 
within. 

The budget plan, which is 
intended. to keep the county in 
the black despite an expected 
tax revenue falloff, “is 


itting - 


Rekowski hard because most of 
his funds are already spent on 
salaries and benefits rather than 
equipment or utilities. 

“T have a department which is 
95 percent salaries so when the 
.County Board puts a lid on the 
budget I can’t (skip burying) a 
squad car or... food. like the 
sheriff can or some of the other 
departments can do to make up 
the difference,”’ Rekowski-said- 

Rekowski added a. part-time 
attorney to his staff a few years 
ago at.the request of judges to 
help reduce the backlog of DUI 
cases, and State’s Attorney Wil- 
liam Haine also added staff. . 

The backlog has been reduced, 
but some officials are worried a 
layoff in Rekowski’s office could

es clogging the court system.

Madison County’s ‘top prosecu- 
tor is calling on judges to punish 
defendants who slow their DUI 
sentencings by dragging their 
heels on alcohol-; abuse eyalua- 
tions.

Durbin confident 6n health plan

Durbin, a co-sponsor of the 
Clinton health plan, said many 
changes will likely be made 
before any plan is accepted.

will be approved before August, 
because we're flexible as long as 
three basic*€riteria are met: 
The plan must offer basic health 
care to anyone, it must allow 
freedom to chose the doctor of 
the patient's choice, and it must 
preserve Medicare.”

Over i5- years ago,_ Illinois 
enacted. the Hlinois. Veteran 
Grant (IVG) to reward the men 
and women of this great state 
‘who have served-in the armed 
forces of this proud country: 

This grant gave veterans the 
promise of a college education 
upon their return to Illinois. 
With it came a price; serve and 
defend this state and country — 
with your life, if necessary. - 

Many. have served; not -even 
aware of the IVG. Upon their 
return to their homes and fami- 
lies, it became evident that, to 
find suitable employment, they 
would have to get. more educa- 
tion. It was then they discoyered 
the benefit of their service. 

With the promise of a college 
degree, returning to the work 
force would now be possible. 

‘The state made the promise, 
and until recently kept it, ensur- 
ing there would be enough fund- 
ing to provide for all veterans.

Illinois riverboat casinos shift 
jobs instead of creating them, 
according to a study by Univer. 
sity of Illinois economist Earl L. 
Grinols, 

“Riverboat gambling did not 
create the jobs that were prom- 


_ ised and had very little effect on 
“reducing 


unemployment,”’ he 
said of his study of 12° illinois 


counties where casinos cruise. 


A representative of the. state 
riverboat gaming operators 
group disputed the study’s. find- 
ings. 

Grinols, who testified~ against 
legalizing riverboat gambling 
before the Legislature, said the 
Alton Belle Casino is ‘‘probably 
a~perfect--example’* of static 
number of jobs. - 

He reviewed employment sta- 
tistics in Madison and Jersey 
counties from .one year before 
the Belle began operating in Sep- 
tember 1991 through its first 
year of operation. 

Combined employment in the 
two-counties averaged 29,099 for 
the year before the Alton Belle 
opened, “Grinols. said: year 
after the operation begah, the 
counties averaged 29,135-work- 


ers, according to the study. 


“There: were only 36 more jobs 
in ‘those ‘counties (a year) after 
the boat opened,'’ Grinols said. 
“About as many jobs were lost 
as were created. There was basi- 
cally one job lost for each job 


said 


gained by.the boat. The net 
effect was zero.” 

The Alton Belle_attracts tour- 
ists, but it also offers a product - 
to local residents. 

“All-it’s doing is taking dollars 
that could be multiplied through- 
out the local economy,” Grinols 
said. ‘“‘Economically speaking, it 
appears riverboat casinos shift 
jobs as opposed to creating 
jobs.’” 

However, major employers of 
the Alton area, including Olin 
Corp., Shell Oil Co.,;. Laclede 
Steel Co. and Owens-Illinois Inc., 
experienced significant employ- 
ment reductions during the time 
period of Grinols’ study. ~ 

“And the, gambling:.advocates 
will say, ‘What would have hap- 
pened without ‘the boat? We 
reversed a bad situation,’’. he 

“But. that’s not really 
true.”” 

Grinols said h 
statistical ‘analysis incorporating 
national labor trends: with 
employment figures and trends 
in Madison and Jersey counties 
while assuming the Alton Belle 
did not. exist.
